WARSAW—Jewish newspapers 
throughout Poland were confiscat- 
ed by the authorities last week for 
featuring a declaration charging 
that the Warsaw District Court’s 
blaming a section of the Jewish 
press and people for a Jew’s slay- 


ing of a Polish soldier would en- 


courage pogroms, 

The declaration was issued by 
the Union of Jewish Journalists of 
Poland following the action of the 
court in sentencing Judah Leib 
Chatzkelewicz, a Jewish worker, to 
death for the murder of Sergeant 
Bujak in June 1936, which led to 
serious anti-Jewish disorders in 
Minsk-Mazowiec. 

Simultaneously, Deputy Emil 
Sommerstein visited the Undersec- 
retary of Justice to protest the 
court’s stigmatizing of the Jewish 
press and people, and what he cal- 
led insults to the Jewish religion 
by Nationalist attorneys in the 
case. Premier Skladkowski, it was 
learned, will be asked to intervene 
in the case, 

The declaration of the Union of 
Jewish Journalists, printed gn the 
front pages of most Jewish Tigws- 
papers, stated: 

“The judgment of the Warsaw 
District Court delivered yesterday 
in the trial of Chatzkelewicz con- 
tains the following passage: 

““Not an unimportant, although 

indirect influence on Chatzkele- 
wicz’s criminal act, possibly even 
on his final decision to commit the 
murder, was the envenomed and 
hostile attitude to the Polish State, 
Government and the Polish army 
of a certain section of the Jewish 
population and press. This hostile 
attitude became more outspoken 
and more aggressive in the few 
months before the murder.’ 
_ “Thus the Jewish press and Jew- 
ish society, particularly the Jewish 
workers, are accused of complicity 
im an individual act of the con- 
demned Chatzkelewicz. 

“In the name of the Jewish press 
Wwe protest energetically against 
this absolutely unfounded accusa- 
tion made at a moment when the 
Jewish population of Poland is the 
object of a systematic extermina- 
tion campaign finding expression in 
& more widespread legalized boy- 
cott, terriorism, repressions and ex- 
cesses, taking the form—as in the 
example of Brzesc (Brest-Litovsk) 
—of wholesale pogroms. 

“Such a statement from official 
Sources tends to justify the pres- 
ent extermination campaign, en- 
couraging these acts in the future. 
The Jewish press repudiates this 
reproach with all the force at its 
command.” 

Kurjer Poranny, organ of Col. 
Adam Koc’s government party, 
Camp for National Unity, publish- 
ed the protest against the verdict 
sued by the Union of Jewish 
Journalists of Poland and declared 
it was not permissible to criticize 
the court, adding that the Jewish 
Journalists had done no good for 
the Jewish people.

POLISH BOYGOTT, AMERICAN - 
INTERVENTION IS SOUGHT 


Untermyer Asks 
Action, Pleads 
For Aid Unity

NEW YORK—With the sugges- 
tion before them of an economic 
boycott of Poland, similiar to that 
against Nazi Germany, if persecu- 
tion of Polish Jews continues, 1,- 
000 delegates to the 29th annual 
convention of the Federation of 
Polish Jews in America this week 
considered plans for raising $1,- 
000,000 for relief. 

The boycott threat was voiced at 
the convention’s opening session in 
the Hotel Astor by Samuel Unter- 
myer, leader of the anti-Nazi boy- 
cott, who said this weapon could 
be readily turned against Poland 
if necessary. 

Mr. Untermyer demanded that 

the United States Government 
press for enforcement, of minori- 
ties protection clause in the Polish 
independence treaty of 1919. If 
Poland continues to violate the 
treaty, he said, this government 
should “sever all diplomatic and 
trade relations with Poland.” 
Mr, Untermyer urged the fed- 
eration to combine its Polish relief 
activities with those of the Joint 
Distributon Committee, offering to 
act as intermediary to compose the 
differences between the two org- 
anizations. “There should be no 
competition in such a field,” he 
said, 

Drastic attion by the United 
States against Poland for its op- 
pression of the Jews would have 
ample legal precedent in this coun- 
try’s history, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice William T. Collins, of New 
York, declared at the federation’s 
annual banquet. Justice Collins 
cited the action of President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt who, in 1903 cabled 
a protest to Russia over the Kish- 
inoff massacres, and the United 
States protest in 1911 against per- 
secution of Russian Jews. 

The Jews, he said, are victims 
of those who would “Nazi-ize Pol- 
and.” 

The convention’s opening session 
was turned into a protest meet- 
ing, with former Supreme Court 
Justice Jeremiah T. Mahoney, pres- 
ident of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of the United States, Mr. 
Untermyer, and other speakers, 
calling on all civilized nations to 
express their indignation. 

The delegates adopted a declar- 
ation denouncing the pogroms 
“which have afflicted the lives of 
8,500,000 Jews” in Poland, appeal- 
ed to the governments which sign- 
e dthe minorities treaty to enforce 
it, and called upon American Jewry 
for unified action to relieve dis- 
tress.

I have finally been forced to the 
opinion that there actually are 
“kike” Jews. Recently one of the 
leading Jewish men of a large mid- 
die-western city, a man who has 
been prominently identified with 
Jewish social work, told me why 
he didn’t want to go to a certain 
vacation resort. He didn’t want to 
go there because of the “kike”’ 
Jews. 

A short time before this conver- 
sation, a daughter of one of the 
owners of a resort at the very va- 
cation spot the social worker re- 
ferred to ,talked just so long about 
“kike” Jews as I could withhold 
my anger. 

So that I have decided that there 
actually are “kike” Jews. My only 
trouble now is in deciding which 
Jews are “kike” Jews. Or rather 
I should. say which Jews are NOT 
“kike” Jews. Because to tell the 
truth, a “kike” Jew is any Jew 
with whose actions another Jew 
finds fault. The orthodox cannot 
be “kike” Jews, because they call 
other Jews “kike” Jews. And 
most certainly the Reform and 
Conservative Jews are not “kike” 
Jews, because by their very name 
they have already adopted enough 
of the customs of the land to 
lose the taint, which designates 
“kike” Jews. 

In the end I guess I’ll have to 
admit that I am the only “kike” 
Jew.

There is nothing new in this “me 
and God” attitude of The Jewish Advocate and 
except for inability to understand why the state- 
ment needs repetition week after to week to The 
Advocate’s readers, it deserves no comment. 

But The Advocate pats itself on the back at 
the expense of a paper which is so much better 
than it, a paper which does so much more com- 
plete a job in its community ,and one which is 
without doubt the best Anglo-Jewish newspaper 
in America, that a point is raised which this 
paper cannot pass over. In addition the editorial 
in the Advocate follows several other editorials

N the heart of Brussels, the capital of Bel- 
| gium, there was recently dedicated a monu- 
ment to one of the nation’s greatest World 
War heroes, General Louis Bernheim. In 
this country he is unknown but to the Belgians, 
who have immortalized him with a statue in the 
Marie-Louise Square, he is one of their most cel- 
ebrated figures. To few men is it given to be- 


come a legend in their own lifetime but so beloved . 


was General Bernheim that his military exploits 
have long become part and parcel of Belgian his- 
tory. 

The amazing thing about the mounment to 
this Jewish military genius is the fact that it was 
dedicated at a time when anti-Semitism is be- 
ginning to show itself in Belgium for the first 
time. But regardless of political differences or 
racial animosities all Belgians are united in per- 
mitting nothing to sully the memory of the men 
who resisted the German invasion to the bitter 
end. It was this sentiment that accounts for the 
fact that all newspapers, even the organs of the 
pro-Nazi Rexist Party, joined in singing the 
praises of Bernheim. The most chauvinstic pa- 
pers echoed the feelings of the nation when they 
declared that Bernheim personified the idealism 
of the race from which hé sprang, 

Diplomats, government leaders and army of- 
ficials all joined in paying tribute to Bernheim 
at the impressive ceremonies. The chief address 
was made by Adolph Max, Burgomaster of Brus- 
sels, himself a famous war hero. Burgomaster 
Max utilized the occasion to remind Belgium that 
“the erection of a monument to General Bern- 
heim comes at the right moment when it is es- 
sential to recall, for the mora] health of the na- 
tion, the virtues of this great man. Attempts 
are now being made to poison the minds of the 
younger generation with false teachings and such 
monuments are the best counter-propaganda.” 

General Bernheim was born at Saint Josse- 
ten-Noode on September 1, 1861. When he was 
19 he became a sub-lieutenant in the grendiers. 
In 1888 he was assigned to the general staff for 
a brief time. He also taught history and geog- 
raphy in the Royal Military Academy. Later he 
returned to the grenadiers, becoming adjutant- 
major in 1901, and major in 1904. 

At the outbreak of the World War, Bernheim

Belgium Honors Great Jewish General 


was in command of the 7th Infantry, which was 
quartered in Antwerp. He took a leading part 
in the first battles of the war. When his leader- 
ship qualities were recognized, he was given com- 
mand of the third mixed brigade in September, 
1914. On the Yser his regiment acquitted itself 
brilliantly and its regimental flag was decorated 
with the Order of Leopold. 

No mere headquarters officer, Bernheim was 
never one to shun front-line danger. He was al- 
ways where the fighting was heaviest. A man 
of amazing vitality, he had the facility of being 
everywhere, taking care of the smallest details 
of strategy. On September 7, 1915, he was wound- 
ed by a sharpnel bomb that burst in a trench. A 
piece of steel penetrated his back, narrowly mis- 
sing his spine. The injury was so serious that 
parts of his back had to be removed, but within 
two months he was back in active service again. 

During the great offensive of 1918 he was 
placed in command of the northern division of 
the Belgian army, which was composed of the 
first, seventh and twentieth regiments. It was 
the troops under his command that smashed 
through the previously impregnable forest of 
d’Houthulst. Bernheim never knew fear. In the 
most critical situation he was cool. On one oc- 
casion the Belgian high command decided that 
the Belgian position was dangerous and ordered a 
tactical retreat. But Bernheim believed that a 
retreat was needless. Overruled by his superiors, 
he earried his point to King Albert. The latter 
knew Bernheim’s record and agreed with him. 
And the outcome of the battle justified the King’s 
confidence in the Jewish general. 

At the close of the war Bernheim was a na- 
tional hero. He had decorations from France, 
Greece, Italy and his own country in addition to 
the Polish Croix de Guerre and the Distinguished 
Service Cross of the United States. In 1920 
he was appointed general inspector of infantry, 
a post he gave up in 1923 because of advancing 
age. Shortly before his death in February, 1931, 
his appearance at the head of the veterans of 
his regiments in a Brussels parade was made the 
occasion for an ovation. 

When he died he was given a state funeral, 
with King Albert and the entire diplomatic corps 

ing behind his coffin—THE JEWISH VET- 
ERAN. ' 





Four-year-old Boy 
Joins Father After 
Long Journey Alone

BUENOS AIRES — Soprotimos, 
The Argentine branch of _ the 
HIAS-ICA Emigration Association, 
faciliated the entry into Argentina 
of David Heger, the youngest Jew- 
ish immigrant to have arrived here 
from Poland in many years. He 
travelled alone—the distance from 
Warsaw to the Argentinian shores. 

Little David, who is four years 
old, is an orphan. His mother 
died soon after his father had mi- 
grated. The burden of caring for 
him fell upon the shoulders of his 
old grandmother, who lives in a 
township in the District of Lub- 
lin. 

It required his worried father in 
Argentina nearly two years to save 
up the amount necessary to pay 
for the transportation and govern- 
ment fees connected with the is- 
Suance of a passport and visa. 
Even then, the road of little David 
to become reunited with his fath- 
er was not spread with roses. Un- 
friendly officials of the provincial 
authorities were reluctant to is- 
sue the necessary documents certi- 
fying to his parentage, date of 
birth, etc. It required manifold 
efforts of the Polish Branch of the 
HIAS-ICA to secure these docu- 
ments and to make possible the 
completion of the legal require- 
ments necessary for the issuance 
of the visa. 

The HIAS-ICA also saw to it 
that the youngster, appropriately 
dressed for a journey of so long a 
distance, was accompanied by his 
grandmother to Warsaw, and look- 
ed after on the railroads, as well 
as on the steamer. 

“Ta-a-te!” (father), little David 
exclaimed, sobbing, as he fell into 
dad’s embrace.

Senator Jacob Weiss, One Of Most Active Men In Community; 
Celebrates 38th Birthday, June 27. 





Challenging the old adage, 
“opportunity knocks but once”, 
Jacob Weiss, in the course of 
our interview, said, “Opportun- 
ity is always knocking. If one 
is aware of his surroundings, he 
can make conditions favorable to 
himself. However, one can do 
this only by diligence and hard 
work.” This epitomizes Senator 
Weiss’s whole philosophy of life. 
He doesn’t expect opportunities 
to be granted to him without 
some effort, and because of his 
serious application he has’ made 
of himself a valuable Jew. He 
was named in the-Who’s Who in 
Jewry, and in 1936 was the only 
Jew from Indiana mentioned 
among twenty-three outstanding 
Jews in the special] edition of 
The American Hebrew, 

Jacob Weiss was born in New 
York City, June 27, 1900, and 
was graduated from C. C. N. Y. 

_and the New York Law School. 

He came to Indianapolis as a 
representative of his brother’s 
law firm, and liked the city so 
well that he decided to remain. 
One of his principal reasons for 
residing here is that he believes 
it is a fine place in which to rear 
children, and his own two, Rich- 
ard and Barbara Anne, are of 
prime importance to him. 

To list Senator Weiss’s mul- 
titudinous activities would be 
quite a task, but standing out 
among his political work are 
membership in the Indiana 
House of Representatives from 
1930 to_ 1932; member of the 
Indiana Senate from 1932-36 
and re-elected until 1940; major- 
ity leader of the Senate; Chair- 
man of the Joint Rules Commit- 
tee of the House and Senate; 
Chairman of the Judiciary Com- 
mitee of the House and Senate; 
Chairman of the Indiana Com- 
mission on Inter-state Coopera- 
tion; member of the Council of 
State Governments; Chairman of 
the Actions Committee; Honor- 
ary President of the Paul V. 
McNutt Democratic Club; Par- 
liamentarian of the Young Dem- 
ocratic Convention in Milwaukee 
in 1935. Senator Weiss is one of 
the foremost Democratic leaders 
in Indiana, and feels that the 
present day trend is toward an 
establishment of a permanent 
basis for democracy, He said, 
“I don’t think we need worry 
ourselves about Communism and 
other agitations. American peo- 
ple are, in the main, fair minded 
and judicious, and they believe 
in democratic institutions.” 

In addition to the methods of 
serving people, politics, to the 
Senator, is intriguing and fas- 
cinating. However, he doesn’t 
neglect his profession, maintain- 
ing an office both here and in 
Chicago. He is a member of the 
Indianapolis Bar Association, 
Indiana State Bar Association,

During his school days Senator 
Weiss starred in basketball and 
baseball.

When 
the demands of his various affil- 
iations are not to great, nothing 
suits him better than a good 
book, a biography, discourse of 
Jewish interest, of law. He did 
‘succumb and read “Gone With 
‘the Wind”, but doesn’t make a 
practice of reading novels. 

Despite his jovial manner and 
good spirits, Senator Weiss is 
fundamentally a serious person. 
Earnestly trying to further his 
ideas of proper government, he 
has worked assiduously in his 
chosen field, Nothwithstanding 
his busy life, he is ready to de- 
vote his valuable time to making 
the Jewish problem a minor ail- 
ment of a healthy Jewish com- 
munity ,and for that reason he is 
a source of pride to us—a man 
whose religion is meaningful— 
something to work for and fight 
for.

British ‘Dacay 
By Jewigh Telegraphic Agency 

BERLIN —General Erich von 
Ludendorff, leader of Germany’s 
neo-pagan movement, gave his in- 
terpretation of the evolution of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations 
as a “decay” brought about by 
“Jewish freemason” influence. 

In a newspaper article entitled 
“The Pomp of England’s Decay,” 
General von Ludendorff held that 
the organization of the British Em- 
pire into a free association of 
states was the first step in the dis- 
integration of British influence in 
the world. 

After referring to the discovery 
of America by “the Jew Colum- 
bus,” the German war hero de- 
clared: 

“The Jews planned to seize pow- 
er with the British. In the mid- 
dle of the last century England be- 
came so steeped in Jewish thought 
that the Jew Disraeli dictated Eng- 
land’s policy. 

“Jews and freemasons steered 
England into the world war after 
the Jew imagined he saw a chance 
to establish a world republic. He 
began to emasculate the British 
Empire through pacifism, an off- 
shoot of the Jewish teaching ,o. 
Christianity. Thus the British 
Empire turned into an association 
of free states.” 

After dwelling on the loss of 
Egypt, and Ireland and what he 
called the failure of British policy 
in Palestine, General von Luden- 
dorff said: 

“The Commonwealth of Nations 
is a Jewish freemason abortion. 
The decay of England as a_ world 
power is the work of the Jew, the 
freemason and the English clergy 
in league with the unholy machin- 
ations of the rotten church.”

Ancient Hebrew 
Law Is Upheld 


By Conference of Jews, Christians 

WYTHEVILLE, Va.—Virginia’s 
highest tribunal today upheld the 
ancient orthodox Hebrew law 
against the disinterment of human 
bodies. The Opinion was written 
by justice Henry W. Holt of the 
Virginia Supreme Court of Ap- 
peals. : 

Two years ago children of the 
late Benjamin Goldman brought 
suit in the Chancery Court of Rich- 
mond to restrain trustees of Sir 
Moses Montefiori (Hebrew) Ceme- 
tery from interfering with the re- 
moval of Mr. Goldman’s body. 

The children wished to move the 
body of their father from the or- 
thodox Jewish cemetery to the re- 
formed Jewish cemetery so that he 
could be re-buried by the side of 
their mother. Trustees of the Sir 
Moses Monterfiori Cemetery refus- 
ed the request to move the body 
on the grounds that it was in vio- 
lation of ancient Jewish law. 

In the civil suit of Isaac H. Gold- 
man and others vs. Meyer Mollen 
and others, the children sought a 
court order giving them permission 
to disinter the body of their fath- 
er. When the Chancery Court of 
Richmond rendered a verdict in fa- 
vor of the Meyer Mollen and others 
the children appealed to the Vir- 
ginia Supreme Court of Appeals. 
The decree of the lower court was 
affirmed by the highest tribunal in 
this state. 

Mrs. Goldman, at her own re- 
quest, was buried in the Hebrew 
cemetery of the reformed Jews in 
Richmond.
